Only Acceptable Plan for Growers 


Now that the Cucamonga Basin Protective association 
is formed, another chapter is ready to be written in the Cu- 
camonga basin vs, the San Antonio Water Co. 

Differences exist between the 19 companies in the asso- 
ciation and Jae big, powerful S.A. company. Regardless of 
the differences, however, all citrus growers are hoping the 
next chapter will be one of sober deliberations; not costly 
legal suits. 

Announced purpose of the association is to protect its 
interests. That's a polite way of telling the S.A. company 
to quit selling run-off water from the San Antonio canyon and 
to divert it into the Cucamonga basin as has been the policy 


for many years. 
S.A. company officials have a different idea about the 
value of the canyon flow to which the company is entitled. 
Advocates of each side have their points and figures to 


support their views. Personalities and prejudices also enter 


into the case. 

The point we wish to make is that no one wants costly 
law suits. We are certain the big majority of citrus growers 
on either side do not expect their representatives to get them 
involved in unnecessary, expensive litigation. 

Leaders on either side are smart men—smart enough to 
realize that adverse reaction will result from anything but 
friendly constructive deliberations. 


Recreationa! Budget? Should More 
Be Spent By Taxpayers on Project? 


Some change may be made in the city’s recreational pro- 
gram if the city council does not allot more money to provide 
for leadership and an expanded department. 

It is no secret the city is faced with meeting a higher 
salary request for the department or losing its popular recre- 
ational leader. Uplanders should be aware of the possi- 
bilities. They should be interested in how their money is 
spent and they should help answer the question: 

“How Far Should the City Go in Its Recreational Depart- 
ment?” 

A tax rate of 35 cents for each $100 of assessed valuation 
was voted by the people for the parks and recreation fund. 
Already the expenditure is up to the maximum as raised by 
that tax rate. 

Maintenance of Euclid avenue parkway and the Mem- 
orial park east of the city consumes many thousands of dol- 
lars. Lewis R. Fuller has done a remarkable job of develop- 
ing a city-wide recreational program. In the few years he 
has been here, the activity has increased far beyond expec- 
tations.

Parkside Served Its Purpose; Low Rent, 
Unsightly Houses Should Be Removed 


Parkside, the war-time temporary housing project on 
Campus avenue between Eleventh street and Foothill boule- 
vard, has about served its purpose. For nearly a year 100 
houses have been vacant, waiting the time until someone in 
a federal agency says to get rid of them. 

Another 100 houses are occupied by veterans and their 
families, enjoying the privileges of low rent. Of course, they 
cannot enjoy many other privileges in the small two bedroom 
dwellings. The only attractive thing about living there is 
the monthly rent of $38.50, unfurnished; $44.50 furnished, in- 
cluding all utilities. 

In the meantime, the 200 dwellings look more and more 
like ghost-town houses. Just east and south of Parkside are 
80 new houses, occupants of which were lead to believe 
Parkside would be removed long ago. Other residents on 
Campus avenue and west of there are also weary of the view 
afforded them by the unsightly temporary houses. 

Upland was glad to get Parkside some years ago. It 
provided very necessary housing facilities. And many for- 
mer Parkside residents are now well established in houses 


throughout the community.
